During  the  year  the  Infectious  Fevers  Act  v/as  enacted  so  as  to 
include  the  diseases  of  Measles  and  Y/hooping  Cough.  As  from  the 
1st  of  Nobernber  1939  both  these  infectious  fevers  became 
notifiable.  A few  sparodic  cases  of  Cenebro  Spinal  Meningitis 
occurred  in  1939  and  these  were  effectively  treated  at  various 
fever  hospitals.  It  is  becoming  more  necessary  each  year  that 
this  area  should  have  an  Infectious  Fever  Institution  of  its  ov/n. 
It  is  deplorable  to  third:  that  the  nearest  fever  institmtion 
of  any  value  is  eighteen  miles  away  from  Ystradgynlais  and 
twentjrfour  miles  from  Colbren.  During  the  last  six  weeks  of 
the  year  there  was  a heavy  epidemic  of  Wliooping  Cough,  There 
were  no  deaths  reported  from  thisdisease. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  work 
this  year  has  been  taken  up  by  Air  Raid  Precaution  work  and 
with  the  arrangements  of  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme 

25.  A.R.P.  The  First  Aid  Section  of  this  organization  has 
been  v;ell  developed.  There  is  one  First  Aid  ^*ost,  that  being 
at  the  Ystradgynlais  Y/elfare  Hall,  and  there  are  six  First 

Aid  Posts,  these  being  at  Colbren,  Abercrave,  Penycae,  Penrhos, 
and  Cwmtwrch,  ■ The  Transport  Section  under  Mr.  ^-.Webb’s 
direction  has  been  most  efficiently  conducted. 

26.  EVACUATION  SCHEME.  Actual  evacuation  did  not  occur  although 
threatened  on  more  than  one  occasion.  Billeting  and  transport 
arrangements  are  still  ready  for  any  emergency,  also  all 
arrangements  for  the  medical  examination  of  evacuees. 

27 » CEFN^iEUSYDD  HOUoE  AT  Abercrave  v/as  pla.ced  at  the  Council’s 
disposal  as  a Hostel  for  evacurjes;  this  was  equipped  and  is 
ready  at  any  time  should  occasion  arise  for  the  reception  of 
evacuee  children  who,  for  medical  reasons,  cannot  be  billeted 
in  private  houses.

ASPECT : An  ill-aspect  in  relation  fo  the  compass  and  in 
consequence  ill-health.  SITE.*  Damp  sites  and  devoid  of 
sub-soil  drainage  I foundations  devoid  of  concrete; 
the  absence  of  a damp-proof  course  inserted  betv;een  the 
ground  and  the  upper  vi/alls  to  prevent  dampness  by 
carpillary  attraction  rising  in  the  7/alls;  main  walls 
too  thin  and  friable  and  in  exposed  situations;  maiii 
walls  erected  adjacent  to  the  strata  necessiting  open 
areas;  base  of  chimneys  instead  of  lead  flashings 
being  inserted  to  overlap  stepwise  in  the  brickv/ork  is 
protected  by  a fillet  of  cement  only  - this  defect 
with  parapet  walls  also  invariably  not  infrequent; 
insufficient  lap  allowed  for  slates  7/hen  roof  covering 
Insufficient  troughing  with  improper  spouting;  Vent 
shafts  from  drains  too  short,  tapping  the  sev/age  gas 
below  the  eaves,  and  hence  gaining  access  into  attics, 
bedrooms  &c.&c.

SY/eepings  v;ithin  this  section  was  made  six  days  weekly 
Likewise  the  Ystradgynlais  Section  where  urban  conditions 
exist.  Six  days  v/eekly  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of 
house  and  street  refuse  collections. 

The  estimated  number  of  loads  collected  during  the  year 
within  the  Ystradgynlais  Lower  Parish  v/as  4249  loads. 

The  Council  has  four  excellent  refuse  disposal  sites 
v/here  "Controlled”  tipping  is  carried  on,  a method  with 
v/hich  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  highly  favourable. 

The  refuse  disposal  site  attendant  v/as  appointed  four 
years  ago  to  attend  to  the  sites  as  as  to  maintain 
everything  in  order 

Mith  the  closing  of  this  paragraph  I ?/ould  respectfully 
beg  to  suggest  that  the  Council  purchase  and  provide  a 
proper  covered  Sanitary  Conveyance  for  the  collection 
of  house  &c.  refuse  v^ithin  the  centre  of  Ystradgynlais. 
With  the  advent  of  motor  and  mechanical  power  vehicles 
on  the  highways  with  high  velocities  of  travel  and 
its  high  wind  currents  in  the  streets  give  rise  to  serious 
complaints  of  nuisances,  and  moreover  refuse  at  times 
at  the  height  of  summer  is  offensive  to  sight  and  finally 
the  distance  to  the  site  for  horse  drawn  vehicles  is  too 
far  -efficiency  is  thus  impaired.
